1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The following changes have been made to the subject application: 

Claim 5 1 : line 6, "a bypass" has been changed to -said bypass—. 

The change has been made to provide antecedent basis for the bypass transistor 
in order to comply with the 35USC 1 12, second paragraph and to place the application in a 
condition for allowance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the rejection of claim 
52 under 35USC 102(e) has been withdrawn because the applied reference does not meet the 
requirement under 35USC 102(e). The amendment filed 2/3/2003 has overcome the technical 
deficiencies and the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest first 
and second quick start up circuits as called for in claims 41-42, quick start up circuit comprising 
a bypass transistor, a control transistor switch controls said bypass transistor, a capacitor 
connected to abase of said control transistor switch as called for in claim 46, quick start up 
circuit comprising a single NPN transistor, a capacitor connected to a base of said single NPN 
transistor, a start up quickening voltage is applied, for said predetermined length of time, to said 
piezo resonator from said power supply voltage Vcc line via said NPN transistor, thus 
temporality increasing electric current that flows in said piezo resonator to forcibly vibrate said 
piezo resonator and making start up of said piezo faster as called for in claims 52. Therefore, 
claims 41-42, 46 and 48-52 are presently allowed.
